ORDER 


The Rajya Sainik Board meeting held on 12 - 11 - 2012 has decided to make 
some amendments to certain provision in the existing Rules for the 
Administration of State Military Benevolent Fund /District Military Benevolent 
Fund. Based on the above decision the proposal submitted by the Director of 
Sainik Welfare has been examined by Government in detail and the following 
amendments are made to the existing Rules. This amendment will come into force 
w .e.f. 1st April 2013 .

Kendriya Sainik Board without 
stipulating income limit. The 
Grant sanctioned will be 
forwarded to the beneficiaries 
quarterly by money order. The 
money order charges /incidental 
expenses will be met from SMBF 
Account. 


In the case of non pensioners 
the grant shall be increased to 

2 ,000 per month . The 
dependent son shall be exempted 
from the age limit.

Medical Relief Grant to 
Ex- Servicemen and Widows of 
Ex- Servicemen 

A one time grant of · 10 , 000 
as Medical relief grant shall be 
paid to Ex -Servicemen and 
Widows of Ex -Servicemen who are 
non pensioners and suffering 
from degenerative or incurable 
diseases and above 60 years of 
age . The relief shall be given to 
the beneficiary based on medical 
certificate issued by the 
competent medical authority 
showing that the patient is 
suffering degenerative or 
incurable diseases from last five 
years preceding to the date of 
medical certificate . The relief shall 
be paid subject to the availability 
of fund under the budget 
provision . This will be restricted 
only to those who are not 
covered under the ECHS and not 
drawing any pensionary benefit 
from any source and whose 
annual income is below 
- 75,000.

Financial assistance for self 
employment to the wives/widows of 
Ex -Servicemen . 

A one time Financial assistance 
for self employment shall be paid 
to the wives /widows of 
Ex -servicemen . 25 ,000 to a team 
of three or more unemployed 
wives /widows of ESM , or 
- 10,000 to individual unemployed 
wife/widow of ESM for self 
employment project like all types 
of Agriculture , Farming & Food 
Processing Ventures , Garments 
production / Stitching units , 
Confectionery production units , 
Hospitality Management, Catering 
and other service sector units , 
Computer training institutes etc. 
The grant will be paid to a 
running project established at 
least six month earlier to the date 
of sanctioning of the grant and 
have revenue yields subject to 
following 
a . Age of the beneficiary 

should be below 50 years 

and unemployed 
b . Annual income should be 

below ^ 75 ,000 
c. The wife of re -employed Ex 

servicemen are not eligible 
d . Spot verification by the Zila 

Sainik Welfare officer is 
mandatory to sanction the 
grant.
